A file format for the compression and storage of color 
images that conforms to the international standards 
stipulated by the ITU-T (formerly The International 
Telegraph and Telephone Consultative Committee 
(CCITT)) and the International Organization for 
Standardization (ISO). The compression ratio can be 
selected, but the higher the compression ratio, the 
poorer the quality of the expanded image. 


NTSC: National Television System Committee, color television 
telecasting specifications adopted mainly in the U.S.A., 
Canada and Japan. 

PAL: Phase Alternation Line,a color television system adopted 
mainly by European countries and China. 

PC Card: A generic term for cards that meet the PC Card 
Standard. 

PC Card Standard: A standard for PC cards determined by the PCMCIA. 

PCMCIA: Personal Computer Memory Card International 
Association (US). 

SmartMedia: A term for the newly developed recording media card 


which was determined in the SSFDC Forum. 
By using the PC-AD PC Card Adaptor (sold separately), 
an SmartMedia can be used as a PC card (Type Il).

‘When the batteries run low, the battery icon (=a flashes on the LCD. This icon indicates 


that the batteries need to be replaced.

In locations where a power outlet is accessible (usually indoors), the AC-DS7 
AC Power Adaptor (sold separately) provided especially for the DS-7 can be 
used to photograph and play back images for extended periods. 

You should also use the AC power adaptor when you connect your DS-7 to a 
personal computer.

The DS-7 can record the date and time at which images are photographed on 
the image memory card along with the image data. The date and time are 
stored in the camera's memory. If you remove the batteries for more than 5 
minutes, you must reset the date and time.

Use the same procedure to set the 
month, day and time. 


If you advance beyond the number you wish to 
set, keep pressing the [+] button. When the 
highest number is reached, the display will go 
back to the lowest number. (For example, 
when setting the month, the display goes from 
12 back to 1.) 


3 Finally, set the number for 
“Minutes” and press the [-] \-) 
button. 
The date and time are now set. 


Switching the Date and Time Display On and Off 


Pressing the [+] button switches the date display on and off. 
When no date is set, “—.—.—" is displayed. 
Pressing the [-] button switches the time display on and off. 
When no time is set, “—:—:—" is displayed. 
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Set the mode dial to O or 
tO. 


Video-type images (60 fields / second) 
are displayed on the LCD. 

The image resolution is 640 x 480 
pixels in (3 mode, and 320 x 240 pixels 
in (290 mode, and the portion of the 
image in the white frame on the LCD is 
photographed. 

When selecting the mode, bear in mind 
that the quality of the image played 
back varies depending on the 
resolution. Any combination of 
resolutions can be photographed and 
stored on the same image memory 
card.

You are now ready to take 
pictures. 
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Use the focus selector button 
to select the correct focal 
distance. 

Set the focus for the correct focal 
distance. 

®& (Macro): 9 to 13 cm (3.5 to 5.1 in.) 
& (Near): 45 to 90 cm (17.7 to 35.4 in.) 
aA (Far): 90 cm (35.4 in.) to infinity 


The focal distance is measured from the front 
surface of the lens to the object being 
photographed. 


Press the shutter button. 





A still image is displayed for 
approximately 9 seconds. 

“REC” or “REC-ECO" flashes in the 
upper left corner of the LCD while the 
image is being recorded. 

Photographs cannot be taken while the 
display is flashing. 

When the “REC” or “REC-ECO" display 
stops flashing, the camera is ready for 
the next shot.

+ Never open the card cover while an image is being recorded as this could 
damage the card or corrupt the data on the card. 

* When taking pictures indoors, the brightness of the image may be affected by 
the flicker of fluorescent lighting.

Auto Power-Off Function 


To prevent the depletion of the batteries and the waste of power when the AC 
power adaptor is used, the camera automatically switches itself off if it is not 
used for two minutes or more
